Plus techniques of shad- 
owing people* To be storm-troopers with science. 

What the present and recent stories do not include, this background and one of my 
early clues that the Iran/Contra commiitto? of the Congress had decided to do as little 
as it could get away with. That clue was in the testimony of the fascist who regarded hime 
self as a patriot who was appointed to the State Department special ^eaganite office to 
popularize our abuses in Central America, a man named Owen. He testified that Oliver
